gros, was murdered Friday by ladroncs 
three miles from Bacolod. Mr. • Mont- 
gomery was going to Bacolod for a con-- 
jultation with the retiring superintend- 
ent and to assume control of the divis- 
ion. Six natives armed with bolos and 
spears killed him and then mutilated and 
robbed him of a Inrge sum of money. 
The constabulary have offered a reward 
for Mr. Montgomery's murderers and it 
is thought they will bo captured. 


This is the first instance of a teacher 


being harmed while in the discharge of 
his duties.

Predictions 
vary from .10,000 to 50,000 on each side, 
(•hough the estimates of two state chair- 
men, Frank Qimpbell for the Democrats 
and Col. Dunn for the. Republicans arc 
almost exactly the same; the

claiming S'l.OOO for Coler !tind the latter 
37,000 for Odell. Both-of these men as- 
sert that their predictions arc bused on 
a most thorough examination of the sit- 
uation throughout the state and arc con- 
servative.

Johnson controlled the Democratic state 
convention and Wanna the Republican.

Sunday, November 2, marked an im- 


portant epoch in the history of the Dan- 
ish people of Kacine. Upon that day 
was dedicated the handsome and com- 
modious new Danish Luther High school 
and college, located in the Kinzie Park 
addition to Racine. It is the very first 
educational institution of note ever es- 
tablished in the Belle City by the Danes. 


Less than thirty years ago few Danish 


families resided here. Today the num- 
ber is estimated at over 10,000. No bet-, 
ter or more thrifty class of inhabitants 
exist. Among them are societies of dif- 
ferent Jdnds, embracing benevolent and 
social. They have a large hall, churches, 
singing societies, etc. • 


To the thrift and perseverence of these 


people has been established Kir.zie Park 
addition to 'Racine and the erection of 
the educational institution. Three years 
ago that section of the town was a prai- 
rie. 
Today it in a city of itself. There 


are . electric lights, gas, water 
supply, 


sidewalks, sewers and other modern im- 
provements. From fifty to sixty new 
and handsome, homes have been built. 


The college, which is L shape, cost 


fully 
$30,000. Its 
dimensions 
are 


85x33.6, facing nouth and 83x32, facing 
east. It is three stories high and base- 
ment. The building is situated on the 
river bank, which is steep, and brings 
the basement above ground, on the east 
side. In the basement the dining room 
is located, the size being 52x20 feet. 
There is also adjacent a kitchen, toilet, 
laboratory, furnace room and large hall 
and staircase leading to first floor. 


On the firat floor, to the right of the 


main entrance, is the reception room, 
sitting room and 
one 
chamber. The 


main ha.ll, over the dining room, is the 
large class room, which can be thrown 
into, one by opening the sliding doors. 
To the left of the main entrance arc two 
guests' chambers and two class rooms. 


The second and third floors have twen- 


ty-one bedrooms each, also toilet and 
hath rooms. There is a large porch on 
the cast and west sides, pleasant for 
summer use, also a balcony. The build- 
ing is constructed of brick, stone, galvan- 
ized iron and steel girders, shingle roof, 
maple and southern pine floors, fire es- 
capes, southern pine interior finish and 
modern in every way. 


The establishment of Kinzie Park ad- 


dition and- the building of the college was 
first undertaken by the Danish College 
Investment Association, who bought CO 
acres of land, platted it and proceeded to 
sell lots. This organization gave it Tip 
and turned over tho matters to the Luth- 
er High School and College Association, 
who went ahead and built, having added 
a large tract of land to the plat and sold 
over 100 lots, upon -which have been 
built the heroes mentioned. 


Of this latter association Rev. C. H. 


Jensen, of the Emaus church, is the 
president, and a very progressive and 
'pushing man, having been here six years 
and built his church up to a large and 
nattering degree. 


Anton Hanson, alderman of the Fifth 


ward, is the secretary. He has had en- 
tire, charge of the 
selling of lots and 


looking after the details of the building 
of the college. HP has done his work 
well and is- entitled to great credit. 


Ticc Consul Peter B. Nelson has acted 


as the financier of the society and seen 
to it that funds were furnished to push 
the work. 


There are also other officers who spent 


much time nnd attention in the work. 


Professor E. C. Nelson, of Scandinavia 


has been selected as principal of the col 
lege and school. The gentleman is about 
35 years old and an educator of ability 
He was in the Elkhorn, Iowa, college 
throe years; at Scandinavia and other 
places. Kis wife has also arrived in the 
city. Hie assistants will be Prof. John 
son, Oconto; 
Miss Nelson, Nebraska 


Miss L, Hanscn, Racine. Both the Eng 
lish and Danish studies will be taughi 
in the school. The college and schoo 
opened with from SO to 00 students, anc 
it will be increased to at least 200. 


THE DEDICATION. 


The dedicatory services were of an 


elaborate and imposing 
nature. They 


were held at 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
with from COO to 800 people in attend 
auce'. Appropriate decorations wore no 
ticeablc. The dedication wa» under tlv 
direction of Rev.!. C. Soe,'of Michigan 
Rev. C. H. Jensen, Racine, nnd Rev. J 
K. Jensen, Hartland. 


Services opened with the reading o 


the scriptures and prayer, by Rev. C. II 
Jensen, followed with-Bulging.' 


Rev. C. H. Jensen then introduced Rev. 


J. C. Soe, of Michigan, who spoke thirty 
minutes in the Danish language, and1 was 
ollowed with music by a mixed chorus. 
Prof. E. C. Nelson, principal of the 


college, spoke- in • English, devoting his 
remarks to the benefits of a school or 
college, that by these schools we make 
our way through life. 


Mayor Michael Higgins was introduc- 


ed by Rev. Mr. Jensen and spoke as fol-

Sunday, November 2, marked an im- 


portant epoch.in the history of the Dan- 
ish people of Eacine. Upon that day 
was dedicated the 'handsome and com- 
modious new Dam'sli Luthar High school 
and college, located in the Kinzie Park 
addition to Racine. It is the .very first 
educational institution of note ever es- 
tablished in the Belle City by the Danes. 


Less than thirty years.ago few Danish 


'amilies resided here. Today the num- 
>er is estimated at over lOjOOO. No bet- 
:er or more thrifty class of inhabitants 
exist. Among them are societies of dif- 
'erent ,kinds, einbra«ing. benevolent and 
social. They have a large hall, churches, 
singing societies, etc. ; 


To the thrift and perseverencc of these 


people has been established ^Kinzie Park 
addition to'Racine and the erection of 
lie educational institution.. Three years 
ago that section of the-town was a prai- 
rie. Today it is a oity of itself. There 
are . electric lights, gas, water supply, 
sidewalks, sewers .and other modern im- 
provements. From fifty to sixty new 
and handsome homes have been built. 


The college, which is L shape, cost 


Eully 
$30,000. Its 
dimensions 
are 


85x33.6, facing south. and 83x32, facing, 
east. It'is three stories high and base- 
ment. The building is situated oh the 
river bank, which is steep, and brings 
the basement above ground, on the east 
side. In the basement the dining room 
is located,' the size being 52x29 feet. 
There is also adjacent a kitchen, toilet, 
laboratory, furnace room and large ball 
and staircase leading ^tp firs.t _flpor. ..-, 


On the first floor, to tlie right of the 


main entrance, is the reception room, 
sitting room and 
one 
chamber. , The 


main hall, over the dining room, is. the 
large class room, which can be thrown 
into, one by opening the sliding doors. 
To the left of the main entrance are two 
guests' chambers and two class rooms.1 


The second and third floors have twen- 


ty-one bedrooms each, also toilet and 
bath rooms. There is a large porch, on 
the east and west sides, ' pleasant. for 
summer use, .also a balcony.: Tlie build- 
ing is constructed of brick, stone, galvan- 
ized iron and steel girders, shingle roof, 
maple and southern pine floors, fire es- 
capes, southern pine interior finish and 
modern in every, way. 


Tlie establishment of Kinzie Park ad- 


dition and-the building of the college was 
first undertaken by the Danish College 
Investment Association, who bought 60 
acres of land, platted it and proceeded to 
sell lots. This organization gave it up 
and turned over the matters to the Luth- 
er High School and College Association, 
who went ahead and built, having added 
a large tract of land to the plat and sold 
over 100 lots, upon which have been 
built the .homes mentioned. 


Of this latter association Rev. C. H. 


Jensen, of the Emaus church, is the 
president, and a very progressive and 
pushing man, having been here six years 
and built his church up to a large and 
flattering degree. 


Anton Hanson, alderman of the Fifth 


ward,, is the secretary. He has had en- 
tire - charge of the 
selling of lots 
and 


looking after the details of the building 
of the college. He has done his work 
well and is entitled to great credit. 


Vice Consul Peter B. Nelson has acted 


as tlie financier of the society and seen 
to it that funds were furnished to push 
the work. 


There are also other officers who spent 


much time and attention in the work. 
'" Professor E. 0. Nelson, of Scandinavia-, 
has been selected as principal of the col 
lege and school. The gentleman Is about 
35 years old and an educator of ability. 
He was in the Elkhorn, Iowa, college 
three years; at Scandinavia and other 
places. Ifis wife has also arrived in the 
city. His assistants will be Prof. John- 
son, Oconto; Miss Ne'son, Nebraska; 
Miss L. Hansen;:R.acine. Both the Eng- 
lish and Danish studies will be taught 
in the school. The college and school 
opened with from 50 to 60 students, and 
it mil .be increased to at least 200. 


, THE DEDICATION. 


The dedicatory services were, of an 


clabarate and imposing nature. • They 
were held at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
with from 600 to 800 people in attend- 
aree. Appropriate decorations A^ero no 
ticeable. The dedication was under the 
direction oi Rev. I.'O. Soe, of, Michigan';

the scriptures and prayei\by Rev. C. H, 
Jensen, followed with1 singing. 


Rev. C. H. Jensen then introduced Rev. 


J. C. Soe, of Michigan, who spoke thirty 
minutes in the Danish language, and was 
followed with music by a mixed chorus. 


Prof. E. C. Nelson, principal of the 


college, spoke in English, devoting his 
remarks to the benefits of a school or 
college, that by these schools we maks 
our-way through life. 


Mayor Michael Higgins was introduc- 


ed* by Rev. Mr. Jensen and spoke as fol- 
lows : 


Mr. President, and Fellow Citizens: 


It is with a sense of gratefulness indeed 
that I received your invitation to be 
lere this day as the executive officer of 
Lhe city of Racine and add our UHle 
mark of congratulation to you at tlie 
dedication of this magnificent monument, 
an educational ^institution, to the com- 
munity. I use the term "monument," 
Because no more fitting monument could 
3e reared to perpetuate the virtues of 
your people in adding to this country's 
wonderful, educational 
establishments 


this Institution which is to, educate, and 
fit the younger generations for better 
citizenship, higher Iterary attanments 
and .sprtual educaton.

The rob- 
bers jumped on their horses which were, 
near by and the one that had been talk- 
ing to her joined tine and the three 
hurried away. Mrs. Matchell gave the 
alarm at the plains and a score of young 
Indians starteod. out to locate the rob-

known young men on the north side, 
can thank his lucky stars today that 
there were police in Racine nml a jail 
where ho could he locked up last night, 
as this alone prevented him from meet' 
ing with probable death at the hands of 
the angertd crowd of about 300 citizens 
who joined in the search for him because 
he attempted to 
murder by shooting,

REFUSED REQUEST TO CALL. 


It was about 6:13 o'clock last even- 


ing when .lanaschek met Miss Shavbnrt 
ncTu her residence at 703 Hubbard street 
as she was returning home from hrr 
work at the Racine Woolen Mills. He 
walked with the young lady to her home 
and they stood near the gate talking for 
a few minutes. He nsked her for the 
last time if she would permit him to call 
on her at her home and when she refus- 
ed him in u kindly manner lie silid that 
she had called him a bum to all her 
friends and said she would never again 
have the opportunity to disgrace him 
and lie pulled the revolver from his hip 
pocket mid fired at Miss Shnrbart'a head

Late in 
the afternoon he visited the hardware 
store of Falkcnrnth on Douglas avenue 
nnd purchased a 32 calibre Harrington & 
Richardson revolver, together with a box 
of cartridges nnd snid he wns going out 
into the country hunting. 


This morning Jnnnschek when seen at 


the jail, had partially sobered up and 
expressed himself us very sorry ibnt he 
had committed such a crime. He-said 
that he was drunk and did not know 
what he was cloinu.

of age, and was born and Braised in this 
city r a ml for many years has been a 
member of Oilman's band and orchestra, 
Hi* father died several years ago and 
his mother has since remarried, but is 
not residing at present in this city. lie 
has a sinter residing here.

Death of English Physician Reveals 


Treatment for Ulcer Which 


Afflicted King Edward. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 31.—According to a 


medical periodical which will be issued 
here tomorrow a letter has been receiv- 
ed from the London correspondent of the 
paper to the effect that the death of Dr. 
Arthur Barry Blacker on Sept. 10, in 
London disclosed for the first time the 
fact that King Edward was treated with 
X-rays sixteen times last spring for a 
rodent ulcer at the root of the nose 
This wn.s prior to his abdominal trou- 
ble which delayed the coronation.

of age. was one of the. pioneers of the 
light treatment in this country, and hat 
for the last year or two held the post 
of superintendent of the X-ray depart 
ment in a London hospital.

ian himself fell a victim to the cancar 
in the very moment of his success.

REFUSED REQUEST TO CALL. 


It was about 6:15 o'clock last even- 


ing when Janaschek met Miss Sharbart 
near her residence at 703 Hubbard street 
as she was returning home from her 
work at the Racine Woolen Mills. He 
walked with the young lady to her home 
and they stood ne.ir the gate talking for 
a few minutes. He asked her for the 
last time if she would permit him to call 
on her at her home and when she refus- 
ed him in a kindly manner he said that 
she had called him a bum to all her 
friends and said she would never again 
have the opportunity to disgrace him 
and he pulled the revolver from his hip 
pocket and fired at Miss Shnrbart's head. 
She dodged just a trine and the bullet 
passed her loft temple, and as the gun 
was only about three foot from her the 
powder entered her flesh, the fire singe- 
ing her 
face badly 
and she 
fell in a 


swoon on the sidewalk. The first bullet 
fired crashed through the front window 
of the girl's home and just grazed the 
head of Charles Ivozen. a boarder who 
was seated at the window.

C- Mark, E. Winslow and H. H. Rous- 
seau arrived in the city on the North- 
.westetn train and were met a.t the depot 
by Mayor Higgins, President W. H. 
Kranz, and Secretary 0. F. Botsford of 
the Business Men's association, R. M. 
Boyd, Alderman Epstein, president of 
the city council, City Clerk Schroff and 
William Walker. The party were also 
joined by local manager John Lloyd of 
the Northwestern road and- were driven 
in carriages north of the city to the two 
sites near North Point. The ground was 
carefully inspected and the two govern 
ment officers expressed themselves 
as 


very favorably impressed with the sites 
but of course could not make an open ex- 
pression at this time whether the same 
was the best they have seen. 


The two gentlemen will be prevailed 


upon to remain in the city over nigh) 
if possible, and tonight wilt be waited 
upon by many of the most infiuentia" 
business men. 


The two sites viewed north of -the city 


consist of one tract of 340 acres one-hal: 
mile north of North Point having an ele 
ration of over 35 feet above the level ot 
the lake. There are two small ravines in 
the same, running through 
the 
entire 


tract, which afford a natural location for 
a harbor. 


The second site is just south of the 


North Point and has an average heigh 
of from 30 to 60 feet above'the lake. The 
ravine running into the lake frnm this 
site is 50 feet wide at the mouth- There 
are 420 acres of land available at this 
point, having a frontage- on the lake o 
one and a half miles. 


These site? are so near the city that 


the Racine harbor could be used for a 
refuge and for the landing of vessels of 
deep draught. 


It is doubtful if there are any finer lo- 


cations in the lake region and the secur- 
ing of a naval training school to Racine, 
would be a great boom to this section 
of the country and the merchants, and 
business men generally are very ready 
to lend any assistance necessary to se- 
cure the location to Racine.

WATER IN BUTTER. 


How to Proceed to Prevent Too 
\ a Percentage. 


Mr. I;. S. Hardln in Louisville Farm,, 


and Home says: 


The papers are very busy. Just twjri 


discussing the question of how"niuehj 
water— that X 'what per cent of wa-j 
ter— should, be allowed in good butter. 
The English market Is somewhat Btlr-i 
red up over the matter on account o2 
its variation in the different makes 
-coming from other countries. 
Thei , 


American makers •who ship to Ena-l 
land must, of course, cater to the re-" 
quirernents of the English market; biit^ 
us water, when used in excess, is an 
adulterant, adding nothing bnt weight 
to the butter, it shonld not be allowed 
bayond an agreed amount 


When butter is poorly made andi 


spongy in character, it holds all the 
water its maker chooses to leave in it; 
but, as wat.er:lc'auses rapid decay, it is 
seen how necessary is thorough work- 
ing when it has to. stand long ship- 
ment or storage.. Such butter to keep 
well must be made dry and solid. 


Some of the experiment stations 


have made tests as to the manner of 
making firy .arid wet butter, varying 
the size, of the granule in the churn 
when the work stops from the sise of 
clover seed to the size of corn grains, 
and find a difference in water retained' 
of about 2 per .cent, the larger tha 
grain the more water retained. Whea, 
for instance, the old fashioned method 
of churning is followed and. the butter 
is gathered in the churn, the greatest 
amount of water is taken-up and must 
be expelled by working it out 


This work not only imposes, an extra 


amount of careful labor, but greatly 
imperils the .grain of the butter -from, 
overworking, rendering it more or less, 
oily and injuring it. in ever;' way. 


It will be seen from the reported ex- 


periments above that the proper way 
to prevent too high a per cent of vrater 
is to stop the churn when the grannies 
are the size of or smaller than .clover - 
seed, and then wash the buttermilk 
out with water cooled to GO degrees. 
Put it throng;- two or three washings, 
the last being a stiff- brine, which will 
salt the butter sufficiently for the high- 
est class better,, though more salt can 
be added on the working table, where 
the extra. -water .left in the butter. 
'should be pressed out with great caro, 
in order to preserve the fine grain. so 
necessary to a high character article. 
.No official per cent of water in butter 
has yet" been announced, but the ten- 
dency, both in this country and in Eng- 
land is a preference , of about. 12 per 
cent -for fine goods and to make the 
law prohibitory of over 10 per cent 
It takes. considerable skill to determine 
the exact per cent of water in butter. 
but as there is. no danger of leaving 
too little in, to ba on the safe side, 
,work out all you can without injuring 
the grain. The old style firkin butter, 
made in June and marketed in Decem- 
ber, was made as: bard and as dry as 
a 'bone, but was too firm and hard to 
spread on bread- until warmed nearly 
to thp melting point . The cooks de- 
light in such -butter, but it is no favor- 
ite on. the- table.

tical milking; machine is engaging the 
'attention of the agricultural. depart- 
ment' Ha'jor; Alvord,, the chief of the 
dairy .division, states that the labor re- • 
quired,to millc the .cows of the .United 
'States ;is represented by' the work oi 
about 35,000 men working ten hours af 
day: the yeiir round.. • He says that 
there are no eEective milking machines 
in. Operation in this country, though he 
knows of a few in Iowa which milk 
one cow at a time. His-division is now;, 
arranging to make a test of a Scotch 
machine which will milk six or eight 
cows at a time. The operation of thig i 
•milker Is snid to be superior in several 
respects to hand milking. The action 
ou the cow's teats is the nearest pos-. 
Bible to the sucking of the calf, the mo-' 
tion having a pulsating effect 
Tha 


'operation is performed by means of a 
piimp. attached to the milker which 
sucks the milk from the cow's udder 
in a ,very natural manner. One man 
attends the apparatus to six or eight . 
cows and then sets the pump in opera- 
tion, which requires about one-half 
horsepower to run. By this means six^ 
cows, it" is claimed, can be milked .In- 
about twelve minutes.

The department proposes to make a 


test on some good herd of milkers, pos- 
sibly the herd at St. Elizabeth's In- 
sane asylum near Washington, select- 
ing-twelve uniform milk cows, and oni 
six c* them using the milking machine1 
for a period of weeks while the other 
six are milked in the usual way. This 
(will give some idea of the practical 
.value.of. the machine. -It Is a well 
known fact that where.cows are 
milked rapidly and with the least men-, 
tnl.-"'irritation on their part their milk 
production is the highest—Indiana 
Farmer.

making dry and wet butter, varying 
the size of tbe granule in tbo churn 
when the work stops from the size of 
clover seed to the size of corn grains, 
and find a difference in water retained 
of about 2 per cent the larger tlia 
grain the more water retained. Wnea. 
for instance, the old fasliioncd method 
of churning is followed and the butter 
is gathered in the churn, the greatest 
amount of water is taken up and most 
tie expelled by working it out 
; 
This ivork not only imposes an extra 


amount of corofu! l.ibor. but greatly 
imperils the grain of tbe butter-from 
overworking, rendering it more or less 
oily and injuring it in every way. .

No official per cent of water in butter 


has yet been announced, but the ten- 
dency both in this country and la Eng- 
land is a preference of about 12 per 
cent for fine goods and to make tho 
law prohibitory of over 1C per cent 
It takes considerable skill to determine 
the oxnct per cent of water in butter, 
but as there is no danger of leaving 
too little in, to be on the safe side, 
work out all you can without injuring 
the grain. The ohl style firkin butter, 
made in June and marketed in Decem- 
ber, was made as' bard and as -dry as 
a iione, but was too firm and hard to 
spread on bread until warmed nearly 
to tho melting point The cooks de- 
light in such -butter, but it Is no favor-

The question of securing a good prac- 


tical milking machine is engaging tho 
'attention of the agricultural. depart- 
ment." Major Alvqrd, the chief of the 
dairy division, states that tbo labor re- 
quired to .mlllc the cows o£ the United 
States is represented by the work of 
about 35,000 men working ten hours a. 
day the year round. He says that 
there are no effective m'Jlklng machines 
in, operation' In this country, though ho 
knows of a few in Iowa which milt 
one cow at .1 time. His division is now;, 
arranging to mate a test of a Scotch, 
machine which will milk six or eight 
cows at a time. The operation of thisi 
•milker Is. said to be superior in several 
respects to hand milking. The action 
ou the cow's teats Is the nearest pos- 
sible to the sucking of tbe caH, tbe mo- 
tion having a pulsating effect. Tbo 
operation is performed by means of a 
pump attached to the milker which 
sucks the milk from the cow's udder 
in a .very natural manner. One man 
attends the apparatus to sii or eight . 
cows and thea sets the pump in opera- 
tion, which requires about one-half 
horsepower to run. By tbis means sir 
cows, it'is claimed, can be milked ia 
about twelve minutes.

sibly tbe berd at St Elizabeth's In- 
sane asylum near Washington, select- 
ing twelve uniform milt cotrs, and on:

CHARLESTON, 111., Nov. 4.—The act- 


ing general superintendent of the free 
rural mail system has handed down a 
decision which will be of interest to all 
people living on the free rural routes. 
Heretofore 
the patrons of the rural 


routes were unable to secure their mail 
which arrived after the earners left the 
postoffiee on Saturday until the delivery 
Monday morning. Recently patrons liv- 
ing on the routes out of Charleston call- 
ed at the postoffiee on Sunday and asked 
for their mail, stating that they would 
have to wait til Monday for the same if 
it was not delivered at the window. The 
postmaster said it was not- his business 
to deliver rural route mail at the win- 
dows of the postoffiee. 


The matter, however, was taken, up 


by the patrons of the rural routes, and 
the superintendent of the system ans- 
wered the complaint thus: ' 


"When patrons of rural routes call at 


their postoffices for their mail during the 
hours the postoffiees are regularly open 
to the public for transaction of business 
it should be delivered to them. Patrons 
are not required to rent boxes in order 
to obtain this service.'* 


The ruling will have the effect of noti- 


fying all postmasters of their duty to- 
ward rural route patrons, as it applies 
to all postoffiees in the country.

at General Delivery. 


CHARLESTON, 1)1., Nov. 4.—The act- 


ing general superintendent of the free 
rural mail system has handed down a 
decision which will be of interest to all 
people Jiving on tho free rural routes. 
Heretofore the patrons 
of the rural 


routes were unable to secure their mail 
which arrived after the curriers left the 
postoffiee on Saturday until the delivery 
Monday morning. Recently patrons liv- 
ing on the routes out of Charleston call- 
ed at the postoffiee on Sunday and aakcd 
for their mail, stating that they would 
have to wait til Monday for the same if 
it was not delivered at the window. The 
postmaster said it was not- his business 
to deliver rural route mail at the win- 
dows of the postoffice. 


Tho matter, however, was taken up 


by the patrons of the rural routes, and 
the superintendent of the system ans- 
wered the complaint thus: 


"When patrons of rural routes call at 


their postoffices for their mail during the 
hours the postoffices are regularly open 
to the public for transaction of business 
it should be delivered to them. Patrons 
are not required to rent boxes in order 
to obtain this sen-ice." 


The ruling -will have the ciTect of noti- 


fying all postmasters of their duty to- 
wnrd rural route patrons, as it applies 
to all postoftices in the country.

Diligent inquiry was made by 
Captain Breckenfeldt, but he could not 
find that any yacht was missing, nor had 
any strange yacht been in port 
that 


might have sailed for home.
